Perr>- Courvtiaiw fhould be pleawd to know 
that out of the customary confusion that seems 
always fo bridge the gap between the passage 
of a law c.id implementing it. a pattern of or. 
ganixatton and system is beginning to emerge 
with respect to the Economic Opportunity Act, 
otherwise known as the antLpoverty bill! 



This pattern is becoming evident here in 
Perry County as well as on the national level. 
I ho Perry County Development Association is 
still short on members and does not. as yet, 
fully represent all of the county. But the or. 
K-nization which functioned so well in the early 
1950 s has definitely been revived and pros, 
poets are that it will thrive again. 

Like the old PCDA, the new Association is 
made up of local people. But. instead of being 
tied to local resources, the revived organization 
has direct access to the federal government, 
particularly thr;*e new federal resources made 
available by the antLpoverty bill. 

This access is available through the Upper 
Ke. Mucky River Area Development Council, a 
muItLcounty organization that is a step up the 
bureaucratic ladder that reaches straight to 
Congress and its many agencies. The develop, 
iient c uncils, both county and area, represent 
the hammer and anvil with which the raw 
material provided by the antLpoverty bill can 
bo h rged into tangible improvements in our 
mountain environment. 

ontrary to the opinions of many critics of 
the antLpoverty bill who viewed it as just an 
3th<?r attempt by the federal government to 
interfere in local affairs, the bill is completely 
dependent upon local initiative. The idea for 
any improvement project in a given county 
must originate in that county, must spring from 
the minds of the very people who will benefit 
h> the project. Thase counties who take no 
initiative will receive no aid. Those counties 
who are aggressive, organized and far.seeing

Other 
counties, most of whom seem to be a jump or 
tw\> ahead of Perry in their initiative, are in. 
vest iga ting possibilities of such things as health 
centers and work projects in which mountain 
college students could be hired on weekends to 
operate pre.school clinics 

The possibilities are limited only by the 
imagination. Ideas come fast and thick. Why 
not try, through the antLpoverty bill, to ac 
cumulate budding materials with which the 
unemployed fathers could build school houses? 
Why not try to use the facilities of the bill to 
collect and dispose of the hundreds of old auto 
bodies that litter the county? Why not pro. 
vhie the unemployed fathers with materials to 
install small dams on hillside streams 0 Perhaps 
none of these ideas are workable. Perhaps 
they all are. The important thing is to gather 
as many ideas as possible, and from as many 
people ae posable, ©art them, select the best 
of them, and make some head.way toward tak 
ing advantage of the opportunity now avail. 

Does Perry County stiU qualify, in 1964 as 
an aggressive, organized body with great fore 
sight? There was a time, in the days of the 
original PCDA, when such terms accurately 
described our people Do they now’ WiU Perry 
County benefit from the antLpoverty bill, which 
it is helping to finance through taxes? The 
answers to these questions will come in time 
Let us hope Perry County is up to this new 
challenge. 

We might emphasize that every segment of 
Perry Cbuntv should seek to have its ideas put 1 
before the PCDA. The whole success or failure 
°iL the anti P° vert >’ measure will depend upon j 
the kind of broad foundation of support it can ( 
generate among all the people. And while 
were at it, let us add that if the organization e 
known as The Appalachian Committee For Full r 
Employment is truly interested in helping the g 
people of Perry County, here is a cltar.cut * 
opportunity to do so in ways that local people t 
understand. If the Committee does in fact ii 
represent hundreds of unemployed Perry p 
Countians as it cliims, then let it come forward, p 
and participate in this enterprise by offering 
constructive suggestions. Contrary to frequent e 
accusations, we think it will find Perry County a 
leaders interested in and sympathetic to gen. 
uine problems among county people if they are 
presented in a reasonable way.

North Main Street is the front yard and 
entrance to Hazard for people coming from the 
north. The area proposed to be helped it gen- 
erally known to be run down and in the flood) 
area. Many of the property owners are not able 
to do anything about it. Those who could re- 
build realize it would be a doubtful venture. 

The owners will be paid a fair value for 
their property and will be given an opportunity 
to buy back some of the lots deemed suitable 
for bujldlngs. The River bank section will be 
made into a modern parking tot, which is need- 
ed ^ay.grou nj and park facilities, or such 
things as will UFT THE FACE of the whole 
section. 

If the owner does not agree with the ap. 
praisal or the city thinks some valuations are 
too high as fixed by the government appraisers, 
the values can be fixed by juries in the Circuit 
Court. We should discount some of the rumors 
we hear about so and sb getting more and so 
and so not enough. 

If Hazard votes to not go along, where 
most of the money comes from Urban Renewal 
Sources, we won’t save any money except for 
the other cities who elect to go along. We 
shall continue to pay our Federal taxes just the 
same out of which the URBAN RENEWAL 
MONEY COMES. 

It is quite probable the HIGH STREET 
PROJECT AND THE LIBERTY STREET 
PROJECTS WILL STOP for the reason that 
other cities over the state and nation will col 
operate sufficiently to use up all the money we 
help pay into the Federal Fund. 

We have to request help. NO HELP IS 
BEING FORCED ON US. The proposition is 
that simple. Shall we take it or refuse it?

As your elected officials, we feel you should 
know a few facts concerning urban renewal. 
This letter is assurance from the Board of Com. 
missioned that the North Main Street Urban 
Renewal Project will not cause any increase in 
taxes. The City’s 25% share of project costs is 
to be '^aid in n m-ca&h.grant in aids furnished 
by the State Highway Department and the State 
Conservation Department 

No families in the project area will be 
forced to leaver Hazard. The ’'Federal law re- 
quires that families be relocated in safe, sani- 
tary, and decent housing. Families and indL 
vidua Is who have left the City of Hazard from 
tlie Liberty Street project area moved to other 
localities due to personal reasons, such as to be 
near relatives, to get a job, to live on a farm 
after retirement. No one is forced to leave. 

Property is purchased at the fair market 
price in urban renewal projects after two ap- 
praisals have been made. When a great dif- 
ference exists between the first and second 
appraisal, a third appraisal is required. If a 
property owner does not desire to sell his prop- 
erty at the offered price, the price can always 
be settled by a jury in court proceedings. 

The area is to be redeveloped for new 
commercial buildings. Some of the present 
businesses in the area have indicated a desire 



to be relocated in the area. Urban Renewal 
will sell the land for redevelopment, and the 
purchaser builkls his own building according to 
the urban renewal plan. The other urban re- 
newal projects in Hazard have had a predeterm- 
ined redevelopment, such as a parking lot, a 
hospital and a public housing site. In the 
North Main Street Project the land is to be 
sold to the highest and best bidder at public 
auction, after negotiations are completed with 
present businesses who desire to relocate in 
the area The Board of Commissioners have 
the final authority on what types of businesses 
are to be placed in the area. 

Urban Renewal is a locally initiated pro- 
gram carried out with financial and technical 
assistance from the Federal Government. Acting 
as individuals and collectively as the Board of 
CommLsiioners we have sincerely and earnestly 
tried to carry out programs that would benefit 
the entire City, while at the same time incon- 
veniencing the least number of citizens

3. The total project will cost one million dol- 
lars. The City is responsible for 25% of 
this amount, or $250,000.

$165,000-The State Highway Department. 
The Highway Department will build a 
42-foot wide street from the Post Of-

The City of Hazard 
will receive credit for this amount to- 
ward its share of the total cost. 

$40,000— The Roscoe Davis Dam. This dam 
is already built and paid for.

$45,000 - Here is Hazard's only direct re- 
sponsibility in carrying out the North 
Main Street Urban Renewal Project. 
The City's normal work force will tear 
down the buildings in the project area 
and lay new water and sewer lines. 
This work will satisfy the City's $45,- 
000 cash obligation. In other words, 
instead of paying this amount to the 
government in cash, the City will sim- 
ply work off its debt with its existing 
work force and equipment.
